RESOLUTION 


The 19th February 2013 


SUBJECT — Formation of Committees at State , District & Block Levels for Monitoring of Twenty 

Point Programme, 2006 in the State . 


Governmentof India have restructured Twenty -Point Programme (TPP ) into 20 Action Points 
and 65 Monitorable items and have revised the guidelines for monitoring the Twenty -Point Programme, 
2006. The State Government are required to constitute Monitoring Committees at State , District 
and Block levels . Therefore , pursuant to the revised guidelines for Twenty -Point Programme, 2006 
and in supersession of previous Resolutions /Orders / Instructions on the subject, Governmenthave 
been pleased to form State LevelMonitoring Committee , District LevelMonitoring Committee and 
Block LevelMonitoring Committee and to facilitate their functions in the following manner for effective 
monitoring of the implementation of Twenty Point Programme : 


State Level Monitoring Committee : 


2. (a ) The State Level Monitoring Committee (S.L.M.C.) shall have the following 
composition :

(b ) Governmentmay nominate five non -officialMembers including two educationists , two 
SocialWorkers and one reputed Non -GovernmentOrganisation as Members to the S.L.M.C. 


Functions and Powers of the State Level Monitoring Committee : 


3. (a ) The S.L.M.C. shall advise the State Government on themeasures for fulfilment of the 
objectives of the T.P.P. and also recommend suitable measures for furtherance of the objectives of 
the aforesaid programme. 


(b ) The Committee shall examine and discuss field problems/difficulties experienced by 
Implementing Agencies and recommend measures to be taken to address the problems/difficulties . 


(c ) The District Level and Block Level Monitoring Committees may also refer specific 
suggestions/recommendations to the S.L.M.C. for their consideration and appropriate action . 


(d ) The S.L.M.C. shallmeet twice a year . TheMember-Secretary shall convene the meeting 
with prior approval of the Chairperson of the S.L.M.C. A copy of the proceedings shall be sent to the 
concerned Departments ofGovernment, Heads ofDepartments and Collectors . 


(e ) The Chairperson of the S.L.M.C. may invite any officer of the State Government to the 
meetings as and when the need so arises . 


(f) The State Governmentmay reconstitute partly or fully the S.L.M.C. at any time and also 
authorise any senior officer to monitor the implementation of the restructured Twenty-Point 
Programme or any other development programme. 


(9 ) The S.L.M.C.may also discharge such other functions as may be assigned by the 
State Government. 


4. (a ) The Secretary to Government of each Implementing Department shall conductmonthly 
review of the restructured Twenty -Point Programme as far as it relates to their Departments and 
keeping the prescribed annual/monthly targets in view . A copy of the minutes of the review shallbe 
sent to Planning & Co -ordination Departments for further follow -up action . 


(b ) The Secretary to Government of each Implementing Department may invite the 
concerned Heads of Department and other senior officers to attend the review meetings . 


(c ) The concerned Heads of Departments shall also undertake reviews of the relevant 
programmes included under the restructured Twenty -Point Programme, 2006 at their levels each 
month . Copies of the approved minutes of their reviews shall be sent to the concerned Departments 
and Planning & Co - ordination Department. 
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District Level Monitoring Committee : 

5. (a ) The District Level Monitoring Committee (D.L.M.C.) shall consist of the following

(b ) The Committee may be reconstituted partly or fully by Government from time to time 


Functions & Powers of the District Level Monitoring Committee : 


6. (a ) The D.L.M.C. shall be responsible for monitoring of the implementation of the restructured 
T.P.P. in the district . 


(b ) The D.L.M.C. shall meet once in a quarter or and when it considers necessary to 
monitor different at the district level. TheMember-Secretary shall convence themeeting after prior 
approval of the Chairperson of the D.L.M.C. Copies of the proceedings of the review meetings shall 
be sent to all concerned Administrative Departments as well as Planning & Co -ordination 
Department. Copies of the approved proceeding shall also be forwarded to the concerned Revenue 
Divisional Commissioner , who may make such observations as she /he thinks fit and may refer any 
relevantmatter to the concerned Collector and the Government from time to time for appropriate 
action . 


(c) The concerned Collector shall take prompt steps to address any negligence or 
deficiencies observed in the implementation of the relevantpart of the restructured Twenty Point 
Programme. 


(d ) Absence of any Official Member in the meetings of the D.L.M.C. without sufficient 
justifications shall be deemed to be officialmisconduct on the part of the defaulting officer. Intimation 
about any absence should be sent to the concerned Heads of the Departments , Administrative 
Departments and Planning & Co -ordination Department. 


( e ) The D.L.M.C.may discharge such other functions asmay be assigned to it by the State 
Government from time to time. 


Block Level Monitoring Committee : 

7. The Block Level Monitoring Committee (B.L.M.C.) shall consist of the following

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Functions & Powers of the Block Level Monitoring Committee : 


8. ( a ) The Block Level Monitoring Committee (B.L.M.C.) shall review the status of 
implementation of the restructured Twenty PointProgramme, 2006 at the Block level to ensure that 
the relevant programmes are effectively implemented and the benefits of the programme reach to 
the targeted beneficiaries . 


(b ) The Committee may co -opt other officialmembers , whose presence is considered 
necessary for participatory review at the Block level. 


(c ) The Committee shall meet every month . The Member - Secretary shall convene the 
meeting of the B.L.M.C. with the prior approvalof the Chairperson of the B.L.M.C. 


9. ( a ) The S.L.M.C., D.L.M.C. and B.L.M.C. shall undertake monitoring of the implementation 
of the restructured Twenty Point Programme in accordance with the guidelines prepared by 
Government of India ,Ministry of Statistics & Programme Implementation for the T.P.P., 2006 . 


(b ) The Planning & Co -ordination Department shall provide T.P.P., 2006 guidelines to all 
concerned . The Planning & Co -ordination Department shall also communicated annual/monthly 
itemwise targets for the State to the concerned Departments . The Department will communicate 
Districtwise targets to all Districts & Heads of the Departments . 


(c ) The Heads of Departments shall intimate the targets in respect of the District and 
Blocks to the concerned Collectors , concerned District Level Officers and Block Development 
Officers so that effective discussions and monitoring can be made at such levels . 


10. The relevant information and background materials shall be supplied by the District 
Collectors to the Station Directors , All India Radio and T.V. Centres located at differentplaces and 
to the District Public Relation and Information Officers concerned , Field Publicity Officers of the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting , Government of India who will take steps forwide publicity 
of targets and achievements made at District level and Block level. 


11. ( a ) The official members in S.L.M.C./D.L.M.C./B.L.M.C . shall have ex officio membership 
of the relevant Committees. 


(b ) The non -official members shall hold their membership at the pleasure of the State 
Government. 


(c ) The concerned Members of Parliament (MP ),Members ofLegislative Assembly (MLA ) 
and elected members of PanchayatiRaj Institution (PRI) shall continue to be invitees , as the case 
may be , so long as they continue to be MPs, MLAs or PRls of their respective constituencies . 


12. (a )Monthly Progress Report (MPR ) by the concerned Departments shallbe sent to Planning 
& Co -ordination Departmentby 10th of the each succeeding month in the format as prescribed in 
the enclosed " Annexure A." 
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(b ) The District Level Officers shall submitMonthly Progress Report in the prescribed format 
as indicated in the enclosed Annexure ‘A ’ as regards Twenty PointProgrammes executed by them 
to their respective Heads of Departments and Departments by the scheduled date as has been 
indicated to them by their superior authorities so as to enable Departments of Governments to 
submit the consolidated status report to Planning & Co -ordination Departmentby 10th day of the 
month succeeding the month of the report. 


13. (a ) The non -official members of the Committees at various levels shall draw travelling 
allowance and daily allowance for attending themeetings of the respective Committee in accordance 
with the rules in force from time to time . 


(b ) The MPs/MLAs may send their nominees to the District LevelMonitoring Committee 


14. If any question arises relating to interpretation of this resolution , the same shall be referred 
to Government in Planning & Co -ordination Department for clarification . 


15. This Resolution replaces all previous orders or resolutions regarding composition and 
functions of S.L.M.C./D.L.M.C./B.L.M.C . However, any action taken under the previous Resolution / 
Orders shall remain valid . 


ORDER - Ordered that this Resolution be published in an extraordinary issue of the Odisha 
Gazette . Ordered further that copies of the Resolution be forwarded to the Secretary to Governor / 
Principal Secretary to Chief Minister /allMPs of the District (Both Lok Sabha & Rajya Sabha)/Deputy 
Director General ( T.P.P.), Ministry of Statistics & Programme Implementation , Governmentof India ,
